Knights Update 


Welcome to all loyal Knights 
supporters to Knights Stadium 
tonight for the Round 15 clash 
against Perth Glory. Both teams 
have had quite different first 
halves to the season but a tight 
match is always on the cards 
when both teams play. 

The Knights have arrived back 
from Sydney where they had to 
play sister club Sydney United 
on the Wednesday and then 
back up against Marconi 
Stallions on the Saturday, 

The boys came out firing 
against Sydney United in humid 
conditions and dominated the 
first half, Despite having many 
close shots, United keeper Liam 
Reddy did not have much to do 
as neither did Knights keeper 
Vilson Knezevic. Straight after 
the break, a defensive error 
allowed United to slide the ball 
past a hapless Knezevic. The 
Knights heads dropped and 
conceded another 2 in quick 
time. Down 3-0, the team start- 
ed to pressure again as shot 
after shot was frustratingly 
blocked by the solid United 
defence. It took a Vasilevski 
cracker from outside the box 
to give the Knights a consola- 
tion goal. Despite dominating 
for most of the match, the 
Knights lost 3-1. 

Playing again on Saturday night 
in front of a crowd of no more 
than 500 people, the Knights 
kept their cool and played well 
again. Trajanovski came closest 
to scoring in the first half with 
a header saved by Marconi 


keeper Turnbull. After half 
time, Marconi lifted a notch 
and took hold of the game, 
only to be stopped by the 
Knights defence and keeper 
Knezevic who made two cru- 
cial saves to keep the score 
0-0, Coach Dobson rung in 
the changes introducing 
strikers Nick Marinos and 
Serkan Oksuz to and more 
spice up front. With only a 
minute of injury time left, a 
hopeful long ball reached 
Marinos who rounded the 
defender and hit the shot 
past the keeper onto the 
upright and in. The team held 
out to win I-0. 
The pressure will be on the 
side to keep their good form 
going here at home where 
the crowd is desperate for its 
first home win for the sea- 
son. If the Knights play as 
fluently and as skillfully as 
they did in Sydney, a win 
tonight will be a very big 
possibility.
